Having 
a reputation for handling most every series of American numismatics and even world coins and currency, we 
need to be prepared for just about anything.

This catalog not only offers Colonial and U.S. coins and currency, but tokens, medals, some jewelry, World 
banknotes, and in our On-line only session, world gold and silver coins. Be sure to peruse through the entire 
catalog (we've been able to keep all four sessions under 1500 lots) as you may find items of interest you were 
not expecting. 


Our sale commences with an interesting but quite affordable offering of U.S. Tokens and Medals. These are 
followed by Colonial and U.S. copper, silver, gold and commemorative coins. This series features both reasonable 
coins for most collectors plus a smattering of some very rare and finest know specimens like the only Mint 
State 1c 1796 S-101. 


We were immensely pleased when we received over three hundred beautifully toned “raw” coins dubbed, “The 
Centennial Collection.” Over several decades these pieces had been meticulously picked out for there aesthetic 
appeal. We immediately had each coin photographed before sending them to PCGS for grading. These days a 
vast majority of auction consignments are comprised of previously graded coins, many of which have been sent 
to the independent grading services more than once. Be sure to check these pieces out (including the On-Line 
only session); even if you don’t bid, you will appreciate their beauty. 


While this sale does not offer a significant pattern collection like last year’s, it does feature an example of one of 
the most iconic designs-- the very rare and impressive $50 1877 J-1547 Half Union in PCGS PR-63 CAC. 


Kagin Auction’s always offer Pioneer and California Fractional Gold Coins and this sale features a newly 
discovered specimen of the famous 1860 Clark, Gruber & Co. “Mountain $20”. It is fresh and original but 
since it has a tiny graffiti mark, may be much more affordable than others. 


This sale provides significant Paper Currency collections including the Joel Anderson collection of the 
Treasury Notes of the War of 1812. Believed to be the finest collection of this series, many of the notes are 
extremely rare and/or finest known. This offering includes for the first time publicly, a unique specimen of our 
nation’s first circulating bank note! 


Erstwhile consignor, Carlson Chambliss has once again allowed us to sell collections he has accumulated over 
decades including one of the finest collections of Fractional Currency, and World Bank Note collections 
of Palestine & Israel, New Zealand, Mexico and other countries.

Donald H. Kagin, Ph.D. was born into a numismatic family and began his professional 
numismatic career cataloging auctions for his father A.M. “Art” Kagin and Uncle Paul in 
1968. Since then he has assisted in cataloging scores of catalogs including four Official 
ANA auctions, which included the unique five-books-in-one 1977 sale and the 1983 sale 
featuring the iconic cover design, “Lady Liberty” by Peter Max. 


Numismatic education and innovation has been at the forefront of Kagin’s career. He 
attained the nation’s first B.A. degree in numismatics at Northwestern University and the 
first numismatic Ph.D. from the Union Institute and University. Since 1972 many of his 
research papers have appeared in several professional journals including the Journal of 
President Economic History and The Numismatist where he has won the coveted Heath Literary 
Award. 


Kagin’s first book, Private Gold Coins and Patterns of the United States, was published in 1981 and is considered 
the reference book for this series. His other specialty is U.S. paper currency and his “The Numismatist” 
manuscript, Treasury Notes of the War of 1812, is considered the definitive work on the subject. 


Besides cataloging, writing, lecturing and teaching numismatics, Kagin is a member of several numismatic clubs 
and organizations and has served on several boards. Currently he serves as a board member of The Industry 
Counsel for Tangible Assets, The National Silver Dollar Round Table and as Vice President of The American 
Numismatic Association. 


David McCarthy is the Senior Numismatist and Researcher at Kagin’s. After studying public 
communications at State University College at Buffalo, he worked as a producer and talent 
buyer in New York producing concerts by such luminaries as Bob Dylan, Smashing Pumpkins 
and Cher. Having a lifelong interest in numismatics, his career in the field began in 2000 
working for Richard Nachbar Rare Coins. In 2003, he relocated to Northern California to 
continue his career with Kagin’s. 


McCarthy has handled an astonishing array of major U.S. and world rarities, has acted as a 
consultant to banks, museums, and grading companies, and has worked closely with the 
Smithsonian Institution, The United States Secret Service, and various museums and banks. 
Senior Numismatist He is a regular contributor to the Guide Book of U.S. Coins and annually teaches advanced 

numismatic classes for the American Numismatic Association. His universally acclaimed 
research articles have been featured in Rare Coin Market Report and The Numismatist, including his recent 
seminal work “Nova Constellatio, identifying the First American Coin”!

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THE IMPORTANCE OF A No Reserve AUCTION 


For most numismatists, collecting is a passion. It is challenging, fun and educational. Making a profit is usually 
not our primary incentive. But, of course almost all of us want to do financially well for our families if not 
ourselves. After all, this can be an expensive hobby. Getting the most for your collection is certainly a factor in 
determining which firm you will work with to market and sell your collection. 


Today most auction houses (not just in numismatics) are willing to protect their consignors’ lots by placing a 
minimum reserve on selected items so those lots will not sell for what they believe to be “too little”. This is 
especially true for coin dealers whose primary focus is to make a profit or at least to avoid losing money on a 
coin or bank note. This is perfectly reasonable. By setting a reserve, the consignor is not gambling that the item 
will go for too little or that he would have to buy it back and in doing so, not having access to the coin and even 
having to pay a fee to compensate the auction house. 


The down side of reserves, however, is that a consignor often ends up not selling a number of coins and has to 
go through the time and trouble of attempting to sell it again.

We want to encourage everyone to participate 
knowing everything will sell. Of course that doesn’t insure everyone will be awarded a lot or that the one you 
desire will go cheap. Consignors are not barred from bidding successfully on their material as long as they pay 
the same buyer's premium as everyone else. Many lots, especially ones that have not been on the market for 
some time, will bring much more than our estimates. But that is why auctions are often the best way to sell 
special and rare coins—they can often bring record prices! 


An ExpLANaATion Asout Our EsTIMATES 


Kagin’s has had a long tradition for providing most lots with estimates of values as a way of educating and 
assisting collectors. We recognize that in these days of values being readily available electronically through PCGS 
CoinFacts, NGC Explorer (both of which we have linked to all appropriates lots) and Heritage Auction Archives, 
accessing relatively updated values is far easier electronically than 75 years ago. But we also are sensitive to these 
sites’ limitations, viz: many potential bidders simply do not use the internet to, or may not even have access to 
this information. Also most of us realize that coins are not fungible widgets and that each coin is different with 
varying degrees of originality, luster, eye appeal, etc. so one value does not fit all. 


Our estimates provide a range of what we believe to be low wholesale (what most would believe to be a bargain 
price) to fair retail. THEY ARE NOT MEANT TO BE FINITE RANGES NOR LIMIT YOUR BIDDING. Since the 
entire sale is unreserved it is entirely possible to pick up a “screaming deal” below our low estimates. (Bidding 
will start at 5% above the second highest mail/electronic bid prior to the live auction-- in the case of no bids we 
will not start at $1 when a coin is worth $10,000 but at a bid which will not unreasonably slow the sale while 
ensuring 100% sell through). 


Conversely, the higher estimate may be perceived to be too low by those who have been looking for decades 
for a particular item or variety to complete a set (and there are many in this sale). This is especially true for a 
unique piece or one that has not been available for sale for decades-and may not be available again in one’s 
lifetime. How does one put a value on that opportunity?

1. Auction Company. This public auction is being presented by Kagin’s Auctions, a division of Kagin’s, Inc. (“KA”)

This specimen was listed 10th on their list but 
only because it was the most recent transaction involving J-1547, see pedigree below. Whenever and wherever an example of J-1547 
appears, collectors or their representatives rush to the event. As we all know, however, there can only be one successful ending 
among all who attempt to take the prize. Make no mistakes — this is a prize well worth the test of your bidding mettle! 


Alternately called “Quintuple Eagle.” Obverse die by William Barber, reverse die close after double eagle die of the era. Among the 
most celebrated of U.S. coinage rarities - even though properly a pattern — the gold $50 Half Union coinage of 1877 consisted of a 
solitary gold pattern with Barber's Large Head design, Judd-1546, and another solo issue in gold, Judd-1548, with the artist’s Small 
Head style. Copper strikes of both were also produced, some of which were later gilt as witnessed here. If not for the copper and 
gilt pieces, the otherwise unique $50 Half Union patterns would not be available to today’s collecting public. Indeed, it wasn’t until 
the 1915-S Panama-Pacific gold $50 coins that the denomination actually saw fruition, even though that was in limited numbers 
and for a special occasion. 

The year 1877 was as much a banner year for patterns as 1936 was for silver commemorative half dollars. In 1877 Morgan created 
half dollar and dollar patterns that would morph into his famous silver dollars of 1878-1921, William Barber was no less busy with 
his numerous depictions of Liberty across the denomination spectrum, and the pattern fanciers outside the Mint were no doubt 

in numismatic heaven. Even Mint Director Henry R. Linderman jumped aboard the pattern bandwagon. A coin collector in an 
enviable position, Linderman ordered William Barber to produce the pair of gold Half Union pieces for the Mint's collection, and 

no doubt the copper pieces were made soon thereafter for certain friends of the Mint who may have desired one of these unique- 
denomination patterns. The denomination would have proven useful in California in the 1850s, at which time it was first proposed, 
but it was an unnecessary face value by 1877. 

The two gold examples of this famous issue were embroiled in controversy when early pattern specialist William Woodin showed 
them in public for the first time at a numismatic gathering in 1909, after having obtained them from the Mint Collection for 
$10,000 each, a princely sum in that era. Controversy followed and Woodin seemingly had the devil's time trying to return the 
pieces to Uncle Sam. Later in 1909, the situation with the two gold coins was finally resolved and they moved into a new home at 
the Smithsonian Institution, where they reside to this day. 

For the record, the writer finds the differences between Barber's two head styles can be told best by the point of Liberty's Coronet; the 
point is nearly mid-way between stars 5 and 6 on the Large Head style offered here, while the point is very near to star 6 on the Small 
Head style. There are differences in date location and hair style as well, but the star measurement is the simplest and quickest tell.

The firm of Clark, Gruber & Co. had its origins in Leavenworth, 
Kansas in the late 1850s where brothers Austin M. and Milton 
E. Clark ran a successful wholesale food and goods company. 
By January of 1859, the full extent of the Colorado gold fields 
was becoming known in neighboring Kansas, and the Clark 
brothers did landmark business, both in Leavenworth and 
surrounding areas, but also with prospectors on their way 

to the Jefferson Territory gold fields around Denver City. In 
March of the year the brothers formed a banking business with 
Emanuel Henry Gruber of Maryland, and opened a bank in July, 
1858 where they handled the sundry duties of the business. 


Clark, Gruber & Company were heavy buyers of gold dust 
and would ship the gold to the U.S. Mint in Philadelphia to be 
melted and coined into money. This process was quite costly 
due to shipping costs and insurance and often took as long as 
three months. Eventually senior partner, Milton Clark ordered 
coining equipment from Philadelphia and New York and 


gold content, and complaints were almost nonexistent when 
compared to some of the other firms that made their own 
coins over the years from 1848 to the 1860s. 


The original engraving on the obverse of the “Mountain 
Twenty” was actually an unfortunate mistake. 


Clark had hired a Philadelphia jeweler to create dies with 

a design for the famous Colorado mountain, Pikes’ Peak. 
Unfortunately, the jeweler had never been west of the 
Mississippi River and had no idea what the mountain looked 
like. The rendering he engraved bore no resemblance to the 
actually peak and Clark, Gruber & Co. were severely criticized 
and embarrassed. The next year they replaced those dies with 
ones of the familiar U.S. Liberty Head. But the popularity of 
the “Mountain $10s and $20s” has endured. 


The famed 1860 Clark, Gruber & Co. $20 has always been 
regarded as a rare issue, from the infancy of the Pioneer gold 
collecting discipline right through to today. This specimen is 
new to our census and has just been certified. Fewer than 
two dozen pieces are known including several impounded in 
museums.

The C.R. Chambliss Collection of World Currency 


For decades Carlson Chambliss has been acquiring the finest and rarest banknotes from countries he loves. Both the following 
collections of Palestine/Israeli notes, New Zealand and Mexico represent fairly comprehensive assemblages. We are pleased and 
honored to share these notes and the stories they represent. 


Collection of Notes of Palestine and of Israel 
Formed by Carlson R. Chambliss 


Although | have no special connection with either Palestine or Israel, my significant collection of the paper money of these countries 
is being offered here. My first Palestinian notes came from the important collection that was formed by Amnon Inbar and was sold 
by Spink in 2011. Since then Spink has marketed a second major collection of Palestine notes, this one formed by Shlomo Tepper 
and sold in 2018. My collection is far smaller, since in general | collected these notes mostly by date and denomination only. | also 
lack the numerous proof and essay notes that were a major feature of the Tepper collection. All collectors of Palestine notes have 
been enormously assisted by the superb book on this subject that was published by Raphael Dabbah in 2005. 


My collection of the currency of Israel developed as an outgrowth from my interest in Palestinian notes. Many Israeli notes are 
easily acquired, and these are naturally included in this collection. Israel also has a significant number of currency rarities, and 
several of these are also present here. Foremost among these is the set of four unissued notes for the Anglo-Palestinian Bank that 
was clandestinely printed in Tel-Aviv in the spring of 1948. They were to be issued only if this bank had failed to obtain a printing 
contract for new notes from abroad. This set is one of the finest known, and it is being auctioned in two ways, both as a complete 
set and as four individual lots. Other very important items include a specimen of the 50-Pound note of 1948 that is excessively rare 
in issued form. Specimen notes of Israel are rare, and three full sets of the 1952 and 1955 issues are included here. The fractional 
currency offerings are exceptional including three sets of the rare “carpet” notes of 1948. 


Despite its popularity there is still an amazing lack of detailed information on many Israeli notes. The issues of 1948, 1952, 1955, 
1958-60 and 1968 are all amenable to being collected by serial number blocks, but there is very little in print on these features. | 
have written a couple of articles on Israeli notes for Paper Money magazine, and in one of these | discuss the serial number blocks 
of the 1955 issue in detail. Many of the notes in this collection have been exhibited on three separate occasions at the IPMS that 
was held annually in Memphis. 


Cape Verde 


Carlson R. Chambliss was born in 
1941, graduated Harvard University, 
and received his doctorate from the 
University of Pennsylvania. He retired 
in 2003 as a professor of astronomy at 
Kutztown University of Pennsylvania. 
Carlson has been a collector most of 
his life starting with stamps at age 9, 
and soon progressing to coins. He 
started collecting U. S. banknotes 

in 1976, but without substantial funds and considerable 
experience in numismatics and philately. Nevertheless Carlson 
was able to assemble a substantial U.S. currency collection 


as well as assembling some of the most comprehensive 
collections of Palestine/Israeli currency, New Zealand 
banknotes and Mexican currency among others.

The Unissued Emergency Notes of 1948 


Emergency notes were clandestinely printed in Tel-Aviv in April, 1948 by the Shoshoni Printing Co. on the order from the Zionist 
authorities for emergency issue in the event that no printed notes were received from abroad. These were printed under conditions 
of great secrecy since they were made for a bank (the Anglo-Palestine Bank) that did not have the right of issue, and the British 
authorities would have strongly objected to their production. Notes also in the name of the Anglo-Palestine Bank that were printed 
in New York by the American Bank Note Co. did arrive indeed in July, 1948 and the issue of the emergency notes was no longer 
necessary. A total face value of about 8,000,000 pounds had been printed in the four denominations to be issued, but nearly all 

of these were subsequently destroyed. The notes are printed uniface on check paper that includes logo underprints of the Anglo- 
Palestine Bank. There were also plans for a 50-pound note, but these never got past the essay stage. Only about 25 sets of four are 
believed to be in existence, and several of these are in institutional collections. The set being offered here is one of the finest sets 


known that are in private hands.

What is being offered is the collection of banknotes of the Reserve Bank of New Zealand formed by Dr. Carlson R. Chambliss of 
Kutztown, PA. Dr. Chambliss has had a long-term relationship with New Zealand that has involved three different extended visits 
to that country. In 1965-66 while he was a graduate student in astronomy he worked on research projects at a remote site on 
the South Island and he also did quite a bit of touring in the country. In 2003 he did extensive touring on his own in a rented 
automobile on both islands. He has visited almost all locations in New Zealand from Cape Reinga (far north) to Bluff (far south). 
Probably the most unusual contact that | have had with New Zealanders occurred in 1971 when | served as a tour guide for a 
number of them when we paid a visit to East Berlin (I speak German). This collection has been put together from a variety of 
sources in New Zealand, Australia, and the United States. Portions of it were exhibited on two occasions at the IPMS in Memphis. 


First Issue: 


Prior to 1934 only notes of private banks circulated in New Zealand, but in 1933 the Reserve Bank of New Zealand was organized. 
In 1931 the entire British Empire had gone off the gold standard, and in 1933 both Australia and New Zealand took the additional 
step of devaluing their currencies from 20/- to 16/-in sterling. Thus during the 1930s the exchange value of the New Zealand pound 
stood at about $3.20 in American money. 


The first issue of NZ Reserve Bank notes are all dated 1st August 1934 and are domiciled to the capital city Wellington. They were 
printed by Thomas De La Rue in the United Kingdom and are watermarked RESERVE BANK OF NEW ZEALAND in block letters. 
They are all signed by Leslie Lefeaux, an official of the Bank of England who served as the first Governor of the NZ Reserve Bank. 


On their left sides these notes feature a kiwi bird, the flightless bird that has become symbolic of New Zealand. In fact many New 
Zealanders either Pakeha (European race) or Maori proudly refer to themselves as Kiwis. The right sides of these notes feature a 
portrait of Tawhaio Te Wherowhero (1825-1894) who was a leader of the so-called Kitgite movement of Maoris in the central part 
of the North Island during the 1870s and 1880s. They refused to recognize the Colonial authority, but eventually matters were 
peacefully resolved. During the 1880s an ephemeral bank, Te Peeke o Aotearoa (The Bank of New Zealand), was established and 
some one pound notes (Kotahi pauna) were issued that saw limited circulation. Today these notes are extremely rare.

Treasury Notes of the War of 1812 


It is now clear that the first circulating currency issued by the 
United States were not the Demand Notes of 1861 as was 
commonly believed for decades, but the Treasury Notes of 

the War of 1812 printed in 1815—forty-six years earlier. Until 
fifteen years ago, reference works such as The Comprehensive 
Catalog of U.S. Paper Money by Gene Hessler and Carlson 
Chambliss and the Standard Catalog of United States Paper 
Money by Chester L. Krause and Robert F. Lemke relegated 
this important series to their appendices. And not until 

the sixteenth edition published in 2001 did the standard 
reference, Paper Money of the United States by Arthur and 

Ira Friedberg even list them at all (and then in the back of 

the book!). Later editions moved this series to its appropriate 
place between Colonial Currency and The Demand Notes of 
1861. But there is little doubt that ignoring this series for 
decades has contributed to their being under appreciated 

and undervalued for so long. The War of 1812 triggered our 
nation’s first severe financial crisis since the Revolution. Yet 
for the most part it is a forgotten conflict. Often called our 
nation’s, “Second War of Independence”, the conflict erupted 


after an extended disagreement with Great Britain over trade 
tariffs and their continued capturing and impressing of U.S. 
citizens for British maritime service, including prosecuting their 
war against France. The war lasted more than two years, and 
ended in something of a stalemate but did confirm American 
Independence. These Treasury Notes significantly helped to 
provide a medium of exchange for our fledging nation during 
the most difficult part of the war and as such are among the 
most important currency ever provided by the United States. 


A total of five issues between 1812 and 1815 totaling $36 
million in denominations of $3 to $1,000 were emitted. 

The notes proved to be extremely successful and were fully 
subscribed and accepted by banks and merchants. First Treasury 
Notes Issues Originally suggested in 1810 by then Secretary of 
Treasury Albert Gallatin, Treasury Notes as a resource for raising 
government revenues were first authorized by Congress on 
June 30, 1812. $15,000,000 in denominations of $100 and 
$1,000 notes were authorized and by December 1812 and 
were fully subscribed by the banks. They bore interest at 5.4% 
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or 1 % cents a day per $100. Virtually all of these first issues 
were redeemed by 1814. Subsequent issues followed a pattern 
in which Congress first attempted to raise funds by floating 
long-term loans and then making up the difference with the 
issue of Treasury Notes. Congress therefore authorized a 
second issue of $5,000,000 in Treasury Notes on February 25, 
1813. 


The third issue of March 4, 1814 authorized another 
$10,000,000 of Treasury Notes. Unlike the first two issues 
that only authorized $100 and $1,000 notes, this issue and 
the next included $20 notes. The fourth Treasury Note issue 
on December 2, 1814 approved an additional $10,500,000 

of Treasury Notes, but for the first time not all were fully 
subscribed ($8,318,400). Only $100 and $20 notes are believed 
to have been printed. Most all of these first four issues were 
redeemed. Issuance of Small Denomination Treasury Notes 
With new loans and fiscal revenues far from adequate to 
prosecute the war, a new monetary expedient was necessary. 
Specifically, the Chairman of the House Ways and Means 
Committee argued for a circulating currency of “small” (under 
$100) denominations payable to bearer, transferable by delivery 
and receivable in all payments for public lands and taxes. 

On February 24, 1815, Congress authorized $25,000,000 

of these small Treasury Notes. A few days later, the war 
ended and only $4,969,400 of $100 notes bearing interest 

at 5.4% and $3,392,994 of the small $50, $20, $10, $5, and 
$3 denominations were actually issued (although a total of 
$9,070,386 worth were reissued). The latter bore no interest, 
thereby circulating as money. The small notes were used to 
purchase goods and services by individuals, pay custom duties 
by merchants, and acted as cash reserves for banks, thus 
preventing them from being discounted. As a result, they 
became the first circulating currency by the United States. 


All U.S. Treasury notes were printed in Philadelphia by Murray, 
Draper, Fairman & Co. on bond paper imbedded with red and 
blue fiber paper; and bore a UNITED STATES watermark. The 
first two series used thicker paper than the latter three. Proof 
issues were printed on India paper and mounted on cardboard. 


Major Treasury Note Collections 


Only four major collections of Treasury notes have been sold 
this millennium, but together they contained almost half of the 
known notes. The Alexandre Vattemare (R.M. Smythe 6/2000) 
contained 17 notes including a few unique cardboard proof 
sheets. John Jay Ford (Stacks 10/2004) acquired over 40 notes 
mostly from the F.C.C. Boyd and Julian Blanchard collections. 
The Donald H. Kagin collection, accumulated over 30 years, 
was sold privately to the “Taylor Family” (Currency Auctions of 
America 2/2005) and contained 16 notes and ancillary bonds 
and contemporary articles. A fourth collection, the Jim O’Neal 
Sale (Currency Auction of America 5/2005) was comprised 

of 13 notes from the other three sales as was the Ron Benice 
collection of 10 notes (Stack’s Bowers 11/2012). The Joel 
Anderson Collection consists of 13 different notes. Less than 35 
specimens are known for the first four interest-bearing issues 
combined including uncut sheets and specimens. 


A Personal Note from the Cataloger 


Joel and his brother Charles began their numismatic ventures 
in the early 1960s. When their company, Anderson Companies, 
purchased the publication house of Whitman Publishing 
Company in 2003, Joel began pursuing the significant 
challenge of collecting the finest specimen of every U.S. 
currency design. In so doing he assembled one of the finest 
and most comprehensive collection of its kind. The majority 

of the Joel R. Anderson collection of U.S. currency is currently 
being sold by Stacks Bowers Gallery. 

Joel purchased notes from a number of major currency dealers 
including my father, A.M. “Art” Kagin and myself. Of particular 
interest due to their rarity and historical importance was one of 
my specialties, the Treasury Notes of the War of 1812. 

Over the years Joel was able to obtain 13 of the 16 major types 
making it one of the more comprehensive ever assembled 

(see above “Major Treasury Note Collections”) and which he 
allowed me to exhibit at ANA conventions. 

Currently it is the premier collection of the series and we are 
honored to offer them to a new generation of collectors. 


Don Kagin 
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Joel was born and raised in Florence, Alabama, where he attended the 
University of North Alabama. He has spent most of his life involved in the 
family-owned business established by his late father, Clyde W Anderson, a 
firm that evolved from the street corner newsstand set up in 1917 when 
Clyde was forced to leave school at age 14 to support his family. 


Joel is active in a variety of civic and philanthropic activities. He has served 
his community as director and chairman of the board of Riverhill School 
and as a board member of the Riverhill School Foundation. He has acted as 
director of Shoals Chamber of Commerce; director of First National Bank; 
chairman and founder of the Florence Lauderdale Library Foundation; 
chairman of the Shoals Literacy Council; director of the YMCA, and the Florence Lauderdale Industrial 
Expansion Committee. Joel has also served as founder, chairman, and director of the American 
Fireworks Standards Laboratory and as trustee of the Cardiovascular Institute of Philadelphia. He serves 
on the Nominating Committee of the University of Alabama Business Hall of Fame and is on the board 
of directors of a New York City residential building. He serves as trustee and president pro tern elect 
of the University of North Alabama board of trustees. He is currently a board member of the Alabama 
Bicentennial Commission. He is a major supporter of the New York City Police Athletic League, the 
Salvation Army, the United Way of Northwest Alabama, the Children’s Museum of the Shoals, the 
American Heart Association, and many other community organizations.

His philanthropic, civic, and humanitarian endeavors have been recognized by the Anti-Defamation 
League when they honored him with their Distinguished Service Award on behalf of human rights, 
and by Brandeis University with its National Distinguished Community Service Award. In 2003 he was 
the first recipient of The 25 Year Club Frank Herrera Award, the prestigious national magazine industry 
award. In 2006 Joel was named Shoals Citizen of the Year. In 2016 he was inducted into the Alabama 
Business Hall of Fame and received the Lifetime Achievement in Innovation Award from the Economic 
Development Partnership of Alabama. 


For many years, Joel has provided mentoring, and in many cases capital, for young entrepreneurs 
starting businesses in the Shoals, including a Shoals based retailer whose business grew to have stores 
in 14 major cities. 


Joel has served as chairman and director in the Anderson Companies. Today the principal Anderson 
Companies include Anderson Media Corporation (which through its Anderson Merchandisers subsidiary 
is the country’s largest distributor and merchandiser of pre-recorded music and a major distributor of 
books); TNT Fireworks, the country’s largest importer and distributor of consumer fireworks; Anderson 
Press, a major publisher of children’s books and associated children’s product; Whitman Publishing 
Company, the leading publisher of books and related products for coin collectors, and Books-A-Million, 
the country’s second largest book retailer.

Since the $10 notes were delivered a month before the $3 notes, this may in 
fact be the very first note known to exist which was circulated as money for the United States Government. 


Unique! Arguably one of the most historically important U.S. banknotes! 


An image of this note appeared in the 1978 reprint by Sanford J. Durst Numismatic Publications of the 1885 book United States 
Notes by John Jay Knox, the late comptroller of the currency. Paper currency authority and author Gene Hessler provided an image 
of this note, possibly from the photo files of the Chase Manhattan Bank Money Museum, on page 254 of the Supplemental section 
of the book. Its whereabouts has been unknown for almost four decades until the note resurfaced at a dealer's table at the Florida 
United Numismatists 2015 show and was subsequently acquired by the present consignor. 


James Dickson & Co. were merchants located in Savanah, Georgia and in July, 1812 were delivering goods which were seized by 
the British. Through an order of Congress, Dickson was reimbursed nearly $24,000 as reported in the June 10, 7826 Niles’ Register. 
Dickson may have signed his name as a recipient of the note or on behalf of the Register of the Treasury, Joseph Nourse as was 
acceptable under previous emissions of Treasury Notes (“notes shall likewise be countersigned by a person to be appointed for that 
purpose by the President...” Act of March 4, 1814). We know of another instance of this occurring on a similar TN-14c $10 note 
also with plate letter H reported over 30 years ago by collector and researcher Roy Penell. That note was countersigned by John 
Calhoun, a famous U.S. senator at the time. This cataloger has not seen this note to validate its authenticity. 

It is not often that great numismatic rarities appear on the market after being “lost” for several decades. New discoveries like the 
recent find of an exceedingly rare $5 1854-S gold coin, shipwreck numismatic treasures, or the Saddle Ridge Hoard buried treasure, 
is what makes our hobby so exciting. This note represents one of most important numismatic “find” since not only is it unique and 
one of the most important artifacts from one of our nation’s wars, but it is also quite probably, The First Circulating Bank Note of 
the U.S. Government! 

On a personal note, when this cataloger was researching and writing my manuscript of this series which appeared in the Journal of 
Economic History March, 1984 edition, | believed this note most likely would never appear and presumed it was gone forever. It is a 
great thrill to be the first to publicly offer this unique historical artifact and congratulations to the new owner.

This letter has 
been backed. 

There are also five 1815 issues of the four-page Weekly Messenger of Boston, and all have reportings of financial and government 
news. The March 17 issue finds an open letter from the Secretary of the Treasury, A.J. Dallas, to the Committee of Ways and Means 
discussing revenue and expenses. Several steps in regards to Treasury Notes are mentioned near the end of the article. 

Another item in this lot is a stampless advertising postal cover for F.E. Hassler of Washington City, DC. The imprint of the verso 
states that Mr. Hassler will file Revolutionary, War of 1812, Florida and Mexican War pension claims for widows. The eighth item is 
a remittance letter of November 10, 1814 from Boston to a paymaster in New Hampshire stating that enclosed are “120 $100 and 
400 $20 Treasury Notes.” Finally, there is an unissued check from the 1810s. 

These items bring this period in our nation’s history much closer to the Twenty-first Century collector of these early Nineteenth
